VICTIMS WIPEOUT 
BLACK HAND GANG 


Bands Meet Under Viaduct; 
Blackmailers Fall Before 
Magazine Revolvers. 


Two Italians, said by the police to have 
deen Black Handers, were shot and killed 
last night, and another member of the mur- 
derous gang is dying at the People’s hos- 
pital. The latter was shot twice in the 
head and a third bullet struck him in the 
side. 

The shooting occurred at $:30 o' clock in 
the Archer avenue subway under the Rock 
Island tracks. Capt. Patrick Harding ot 
the Twenty- second street police station is 
of the belief that the three men were lured 
to the spot by countrymen whom they vic- 
timized by Black Hand methods. The 
captain says that Chicago is rid of the most 
desperate gang of Black Handers that ever 
infested the city.” 


The Dead. 


DENELLA, FRANCISCO; body at Coletta’s 
undertaking establishment, 146 West 
Twenty-second street. 

DEMICO, PASQUALE; body at Bowman's 
undertaking establishment, 234 West 
Twenty-second street. 

The Injured. 

DENELLO, STEFANO; at People’s hospital,

Francisco Denello was shot twice, once in 
the head and the other bullet tore a hole 
through his left side. After being shot 
three times Stefano Denello, a brother of 
Francisco, walked a block and was crawling 
under a sidewalk when a policeman saw 
him. At the hospital he refused to.tell how 


the shooting occurred. 
Two on Trial for Robbery. 


Demico and Stefano Denello were on tria! 
before Judge Walker in the Harrison street 
branch of the Municipal court yesterday 
morning. They were charged with highway 
robbery. Both were discharged, the com- 
plainant failing to identify them positively 
as the men who held him up and robbed him 

„The city is rid of a bad gang. said Capt. 
Harding. “It is my belief that the three 
men were lured to the scene of the shootins 
by men whom they have blackmailed or were 
attempting to obtain money from through 
Black Hand letters. 

“The men who did the shooting probably 
were armed with revolvers of the magazine 
type. This is shown by the fact that nine 
bullets entered the back of Demico. The 
weapon was held close to his body and the 
nine bulleta tore him to shreds. 


Men Known to Police. 

“The Denello brothers and Demico have 
done most of the Black Hand work in this 
police district. We have known for a tong 
time that they were Black Handers, but it 
has been impossible to get their victims to 
rap against them. Fear of death has sept 


them from giving the police information 
that might have sent the gang to the peni- 
tentiary. 

Two or three persons saw men runnning 
away from the scene of the shooting, but 
they were unable to give the police a descrip- 
tion of the fugitives. 

At the hospital Denello sent for James 
Calosimo, 2000 Armour avenue, a saloonkeep- 
er, but refused to talk to him when the po- 
lice entered the room with him.

Secrets of Market Manipulation 
at Consumers’ Expense 
Divulged by Books.

BIG DEALERS FIX OWN RATES 


Witnesses Declare Public Squeezed 
at One End and Producer 
at Other. 


CONTRACT SYSTEM TO BLAME 


The records of the Chicago butter and egg 
board for the last two years were used as 
evidence against that body yesterday in the 
government suit to dissolve the board It 
was as startling a bit of evidence as any 
“trust busting” government counsel] ever 
his hands upon. according to Assistant 
United States District Attorney Albert G. 
Welch. 

Here are two of the principal facts shown 
by the records of the board, accused of 
operating in restraint of trade: 

That less than 1 per cent of the seven 
grades of butter sold in the Chicago com- 
mission market in the last two years has 
been sold on the Chicago butter and egg 
board, which, nevertheless, bas controlled 
the Chicago quotations on butter and eggs. 


Tells of Trust Methods. 

That in the last two years there have been 
only twenty-four days when any extra 
creamery butter, the best grade, has been 
sold on the board. Nevertheless the butter 
quotations have been fixed daily during the 
last two years by the butter committee of 
the board. 

A. W. Hale. assistant secretary of the 
board, testifying at yesterday's hearing be- 
fore Master in Chancery Charles B. Morri- 
son, sald thet after the first and second but- 
ter calis and the posting of the various grades 


or sale, the price committee-retired- and the 


quotations. were made in accordance with 
the prices offered on the board. He did not 
explain by what rules the committee was 
guided in fixing prices on grades of butter 
that were not offered. 

All the government's witnesses, butter and 
egg dealers of Chicago, agreed it was im- 
possible to buy butter at the prices quoted on 
the board, the official Chicago price, and 
that the actual wholesale price was from 
1 to.4 cents higher. They blamed the con- 
tract system—that of buying up all the 
product o fcreamertes in the dairy district 
adjacent to Chicago—for this discrepancy in 


figures. 


Pay Prices Fixed by Themselves. 

One witness, Frank M. Heggie of Lepman 
& Heggie, butter and egg dealers, said his 
firm never purchased butter by contract. 
Heggie said his firm handled about $700.000 
worth of butter yearly, all of which he said 
was bought on the street in Chicago. He 
named a dozen big commission dealers who 
bought their butter under contract from 
creameries. 

“The big dealers in South Water street 
practically control the butter market. said 
Heggie. “They have the butter market 
cornered from one end of the year to the 
other. 

“They contract with all the big cream- 
eries in Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, and other 
adjoining states for their entire yearly gut- 
put. They agree to pay half a cent a pound 
above the highest quotations in Chicago on 
the day each consignment is delivered 

‘Every one of these dealers is a member 
of the Chicago butter and egg board, and 
he or his representative helps to fix the offi- 
cial quotation day by day for butter. That 
officia) quotation was in each case from 1 
cent to 4 cents lower than the price of the 
product on the street. In other words, they 
contract to buy the entire output of creamer- 
ies at à price to be fixed by themselves.” 


Farmer Also Is Squeezed. 

Heggie numerated among these contract- 
ors Swift & Co., Armour & Co., Wayne & 
Low, C. H. Weaver & Co., Coyne Bros., Gold- 
enberg Bros., George W. Linn & Son, Mer- 
rill & Eldridge, R. Mangan & Co., Gallagher 
Bros. A. H. Barber & Co., John R. Deisher 
company, and C. Decker & Co. 

“The big dealers not only fllmflam the 
creamery men, whom they have absolutely 
in their clutches, but they sell the butter 
at their own prices to us and to other whole- 
sale dealers and jobbers, who don't buy di- 
rectly from the creameries. We have to 
make a little profit, and the grocer has to 
make some profit, and by the time the butter 
gets to the consumer it costs a great deal. 

„At the other end of the line the cream- 
ery, being squeezed on ite contract, In turn 
equeezes the farmer. The farmer and the 
consumer get the worst of the bargain.” 


FIRE DESTROYS CLUBHOUSE 
OF THE WESTWARD HO GOLF. 


Oak Park Department Abandons Struc- 
ture to Flames in Early Morning 
Blaze—No Lives Believed Lost. 


The Westward Ho Golf clubhouse was de- 
stroyed by fire at Io clock this morning. The 
Oak Park department made a run at the first 
alarm, but soon abandoned the structure to 
the flames. It is belleved no lives were lost. 

The clubhouse fs at Sixty-fourth avenue and 
cortland street and Is one and one-half miles 
north of Oak Park. This is the second time 
within six years it has been attacked by fire. 
The first time the Gamage was slight. 

This is the second golf clubhouse attacked 
by fire within a week. On Monday night of 
last week the Skokie clubhouse at Glencoe 
caught fire and was destroyed. The West- 
ward Ho house was a two story structure 
valued at $15,000. Total loss from the fire 
probably will approach $20,000.

MME CURIE’S PEN 
TELLS LOVE TALE 


Letters. of Prof. Langevin Be- 
come Public After His. 
Wife Files Suit 
in Paris. 


GIVE HOPES OF FUTURE. 


Selentist Advised to Refuse 
Comforts to Wife Until 
She Is Forced to 
Leave. 


[BY CABLE TO THE cHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

PARIS. Nov. 22.—Ever since the first pub- 
lication of the alleged romance of Mme. 
Curie and Prof. Langevin, a section of the 
press has been asserting that leading pro- 
fessors and officials of the Sorbonne have 
been straining every nerve to suppress the 
case for the honor of science and the credit 
of the university. 

These papers say the president of the 
Paris press syndicate was requested by mem- 
bers of the Sorbonne not to mention the story, 
which certainly has been dropped except ky 
one or two papers which say there are we 
women in the case. 

One of these is a French woman whose 
home has been destroyed and the other a for- 
eigner who deliberately set out on the task 
of separating a husband from his wife and 
the children from their mother. 


Langevin Hired Meeting Place. 

One of these papers tonight prints verbatim 
the complaint which Mme. Langevin has 
lodged against her husband. The complaint 
begins by stating that Prof. Langevin hired 
an apartment under hisown name in the Rue 
de Banquier on July 15, 1910. The apartment 
consisted of two rooms and a kitchen. The 
lease was renewed from Oct. 15, 1010, to July 
15, 1911, under the name ot Crosnier.” 

It is charged in the complaint that Prof. 
Langevin and Mme. Curie met there continu- 
ally, and scandalized the neighborhood, as 
their identities were known. j 

Excerpts from letters between Mme. Curie 
and Prof. Langevin are quoted as proof that 
an intimacy between the couple was estab- 
lished. The letters deal chiefly with the hoe- 
tility which existed between Prof. Langevin 
and his wife. 


Speaks of Choice of Two. 
Prof. Lengevin writes in one letter: 
„ Yesterday there was a fresh explanation 
from 11 to 4 in the morning. I made some 
advance, my wife promising to withdraw her 


Between you and her. She will not consent 
to restore the stolen letter. She is ready 
to swear that she will not use ft er threaten 
you. 

“IT am trembling with impatience at the 
thought of again seeing you and telling you 
how I have missed you and to kiss you ten- 
derly; to again hear your voice and again 
see your dear eyes. Until Saturday, derling. 
I shall think of thee only.” 


Letter Breathes of Love, 

Mme. Curie writes: 

Au revoir, dear Paul. I take your dear 
head in my hands to caress it softly with 
tender maternal feeling. I am sorry I am 
unable to renew the flowers, chez nous. There 
is beautiful heather here and I would like to 
take some there for you. I kiss you most 
tenderly.” 

A letter which was regarded and which 
makes over 3.000 words is quoted verbatim in 
the complaint. In this missive Mme. Curte 
advises Langevin how he can obtain liberty 
so they can see each other as much as the 
diversity of our occupations will permit, to 
work, walk, and travel together.” 

“There are the profoundest affinities be- 
tween us, continues this letter, “and they 
only need a favorable mode of life for de- 
velopment.” Mme. Curie describes the senti- 
ment which has arisen from her crushed life 
and his failed family life as something where- 
from good work together ought to arise and 
a good, solid friendship, and even the fine 
children of love in the finest acceptance of 
the word.“ 

Suggests Cruelty to Wife. 

The writer expresses the belief that Mme. 
Langevin's gross nature will not allow ber- 
self and her husband to live on a footing of 
reciprocal liberty with an outward appear- 
ance of courtesy so that their children might 
remain with them. 

Mme. Curie suggests that the professor de- 
prive his wife of every pleasure and distrac- 
tion in the hope of a reconciliation until she 
proposes a separation. Then, she believes, 
Mme. Langevin will soon tire of the children 
and surrender them to him. 

Other extracts from the letters of Prof. 
Langevin, in which he says I have been 
thinking of your lecture and will tell you 
what to say on the consequences of the dis- 
covery of radium,’ are quoted presumably to 
suggest, as many are saying nowadays, that 
Mme. Curie is incapable of original work 
without the assistance of some one like her 
late husband or Prof. Langevin. 

Throughout the letters the intimate tu and 
tof (thee and thou) are used, and chez nous 
(meaning home) repeatedly occurs.

Penalty Imposed for Auto Speeding

San Francisco, Cal. Nov. 22.—Mrs. Grace 
Hamilton, daughter of Jobn D. Spreckels, 
was fined $10 today for driving an automobile 
in excess of the speed limits.

Suspension May Come Today. 


Asked if the accused men would be sum 
pended, as were the palicemen in the west 
side vice district, he sald he presumed he 
would take similar action, but would not 
make up his mind until this morning. Capt. 
Rehm, in the west side, was made acting 
inspector when Inspector Dorman, Capt. 
Plunkett, and Lieuts. Howard and Ambrose 
were suspended. In the north side division. 
commanded by Inspector Revere, there are 
two captains. William Cudmore at the Town 
Hall station, and Max Danner at the Sheffield 
avenue station. One of these men probably 
will be made acting inspector. 

The commission made a departure in filing 
charges against Capt. Baer, who iga “ hold- 
over captain, and not under civil service 
rules. He had been off the police force four- 
teen years, and was reinstated by Mayer 
Harrison shortly after the mayor took office, 
His reinstatement, according to politicians, 
was due to service for the Harrison commit- 
tee during the mayoralty campaign. 

According to a man in touch with the com- 
mission, the board may try Baer, but not drop 
him from the force, even if the charges are 
sustained, but the findings of the commission 
may be certified to the mayor for action.

The siory of Ben Hyman, named by 
Harry Brolaski as the conficential man of 
Chief McWeeny, was even more sensational 
than that repeated by Brolaski, the reformed 
gambier, last week. Hyman, besides ex- 
coriating Brolaski, his former friend and 
working partner, put the vice tribute system 
squarely up to the big politicians. and re- 
Meved the police department, as a whole, of 
blame. 

Attor leaving the witnese stand Hyman 
and his particular friend. Tom Costello, 
met Brolaski in State street. There was a 
threatened gun play between Brolaski and 
Costello. Later in the evening Brolaski was 
given notice to get out of the New Southern 
heteL 5 

Gets Threat of Bomb. 

According to Manager Keeley of the hotel, 
his serving of notice to quit on Brolaski was 
due to threatening telephone calls and a let- 
ter. He stated that he had been informed 
thet unless he fred Brolaski the hotel 
would be blown up. 

The hostile meeting of Brolaski and his 
two enemies, Hyman and Costello, occurred 
shortly after Hyman had left the witness 
stand. Brolaski, as soon as he sighted his 
enemies, clutched a revolver which he car- 
ries always in his overcoat pocket and 
topped. 

The other men stopped some twenty- five 
feet away, and Costello remarked, ‘‘ Shall 1 
punch him? 

Hyman. much smaller than Costello, who is 
six feet tall, jumped in front ot him and said, 
* No, let him alone.“ 

After a minute's pause, Brolaski passed on 
and two guards who follow him continu- 
ally and who had stepped with hands to 


— pockets and eyes fixed on Hyman and Cos-

tello, also passed on. 

Hyman in his sworn testimony minced no 
words and declared that the political friends 
of the mayor, entirely without the latter's 
knowledge, had built up a graft collecting 
machine which gets the money from every 
ferm of gambling hous? and vicious dive. 


Names a Graft Combination. 


Hyman named the members of the big 
‘ political graft combination and their terri-

“BARNEY GROGAN,” Eighteenth 
ward oss, in control of the west 
side from the river to “hel’n gone.”

Accuses Shippy and Wheeler. 


While giving the police force as an institu. 
oh a clean bill of health as far as systema- 
tied graft was concerned the witness spoke 
bitterly of former Chief George Shippy and 
intimatea that Inepector John Wheeler was 
corrupted by the First ward alderman. He 
sald, however, that in his long career of 
„arranging matters for his clients, the 
gamblers,” he always “saw” a powerful 
politician. The police, he said, were beneath 
his notice. 

Aside from his denunciation of the tribute 
collecting politicians the witness was most 
eoncerned in seeing that Brolaski and his at- 
torney. Percival Steele, were properly casti- 
gated. He referred to Brolaski as a con- 
genital crook.” 

He termed Steele a cherub without wings, 
Y’ understand,” and a dlackmaller pure 
and simple.“ He repeated, as printed.in Tu 
‘TRIBUNE yesterday, his charge that Brolask! 
Was employed by the Andrew J. Graham 
campaign committee last spring with the full 

‘Knowledge of Chairman John McCarthy to 
deliver his vice lectures to discredit Ald. 
Kenna and injure Mayor Harrison's primary 
campaign. 

Most of the three hours’ examination of the 
witness. was taken up by Attorney Whee- 
lock’s reading of the statement, consisting 
of questions and answers taken during a re- 
cent conference of ths witnese and attor- 
mey. 

After this was read the attorney told Hy- 
man to tell anything else having a bearing 
on the investigation, and Hyman talked until 
adjournment time and will be brought back 
for further examination in a few days. 

“TI want to say in the beginning.“ said the 
‘witness, “ that I am not a professional gam- 
bier. My attitude has been the same as that 
of an attorney looking after the interests of 
my clients. It has been necessary for me at 
various ,times in the interests of combina- 
tions for me to go out and obtain for them 
what is known as police protection. 


Politicians the Real Rulers, 


“That term, ‘police protection,“ is a pure 
misnomer. I don't believe that, with the 
exception of once, when I had direct dea)- 
ings with George M. Shippy, that at any time 
in the twelve or fifteen years, I have been 
actively identified with this business, I ever 
had to solicit favors from the ‘copper.’ in- 
variably the protection J sought came 
through political elements. I would say 1 
have seen—I’might say the mayor and et a 
Gifferent time a judge. That does not refer 
im any way to the present administration. 

“The policeman can, here and there, per- 
mit this individual to go or allow this resort 
to run, or to get some favor that another 
doesn’t get, which was not designed by the 
general plan of prétection. But getting right 
down to the conditions in the city of Chicago. 
it is another form of what we might call the 
bipartisan confrol of conditions. I have al- 

ways regarded Ald. Kenna as the head aud 
22 of what we call the commercialized in- 
stitution of graft. He is the keyston~ of tho 
arch and holds it together.” 

Q.—That is true under Republican admin- 
istrations as well as Democratic? A—Yoy 
can see how Kenna has delivered his power

Could Have Secured $100,000. 

Q.—Well, what did youdo? A.—I was going 
to do it through the politicians and I want tv 
say that my friend. Brolaski, said it was $20, 
000 in stead of 380 000 I had for the purpose 
I was by no means romancing-I could easily 
have commanded $100,000 if necessary. I 
don't want to assume that Ben Hyman was 
going to run a faro bank. I was going to do | 
it through politicians and people in Chicago— 
but do legitimate gambling—to run a high 
class gambling house. I did not go to John 
McWeeny—I never mentioned it to him—but 
I did go to Kenna—not once but four times. 
and I was told each time: “I would like to do 
something for you. You came pretty near 
putting me out of business and I will never 
get over that —— Brolaski you brought here. 
because that lame —— nearly put me out, and 
never again for me as long as he is with you.” 
Those are his words four times I desistod, 
I knew I could not get by. 


Goes to See Barney Grogan. 

Q.—When was this? A.—Two or three 
weeks after this administration went into 
office. After I had failed with Hink I 
went to see Barney Grogan on the weet 
side. I told Barney what the situation was, 
and he said for me to see Pater King.

Now here is a fellow that can plant this 
fellow over here and give him a clean place 
in a clean hotel, and have with him a couple 
of automobiles, and he will go and bring his 
own gentlemen play.ers—they will all de gen- 
tlemen.

Brings In Shippy’s Wame. 

Q.—What do you know about corrupt po- 
licemen? A.—I know he has got to be cor- 
rupt. If he didn't do big duty and didn’t take 
a dollar he is corrupt. They are going to get 
something if they can. The only policeman 
I ever had direct contact with was Sbippy. 

The witness told of meeting Chief Mo- 
Weeny shortly after the election and giving 
him valuable data concerning the bomb 
throwers who had operated in the gamblers’ 
war and whom the chief feared might try to 
resume operations. He said McWeeny 
thought the information so valuable that he 
desired to keep in daily contact with Hyman 
and got lock box No. 196 at the postoffice so 
that Hyman could mall reports of tips to him 
there. He insisted that Brolaski learned ac- 
cidentally of the box and then sent in reports 
without McWeeny knowing whence they 
came. 

The witness then related how Brolaski got 
a tip on Witness Fred Irish in the Altman 
labor murder case, and how Hyman told Mc- 
Weeny of it, and Brolaski was placed in touch 
with Inspector Hunt, who was handling the 
case. He declared this was the only connec- 
tion that ever had existed between Hunt and 
Brolaski and insiated that Broleski's asser- 
tion that he collected data on gambling 
houses and dives for the police was a He. He 
said that neither Hunt nor Mow ever 
had given a dollar toward the ment or 
expenses of Brolaski's investigating bureau 
but that the money was furnished dy Mike 
the Pike Heitler. 

Tells of Alleged Blackmall. 

The witness then related the alleged at- 
tempts of Brolaski and Attorney Steele to 
blackmail “ Mont Tennes, the gambier. 
He said they gathered data on the methods 
used by Tennes in getting his racing news 
into Chicagp and corresponded with officials 
of the telephone and telegraph companies 
concerning their connection with the racing 
news service.

‘Only Eye Witness Recounts 


PATTERSON SHOT 


Tragedy in Which Wom- 
an Slew Husband.. 


OWNER OF GUN TALKS. 


Testifies to Row at the Couple’s

Denver, Colo., Nov. 22.—The only eyewit- 
nese to the shooting of Charles A. Patterson, 
for whose murder his widow, Gertrude Gib- 
gon Patterson, is now on trial, was placed on 
the stand today. He is A. B. Shugart, a 
carpenter, whose home is near the spot where 
Patterson was killed.

Likewise, it is un necessary to remind the 
music lovers of Chicago of the manifoid 
beauties of Mr. Campanini’s interpretative 
art.

Mr. Campanini’s triumph was the more sig- 
nificant and the more richly deserved, be- 
cause it was achieved by restraint, refine- 
ment, and poetry, rather than by those 
broader inflections of his art that have im- 
Pressed themselves more significantly upon 
the attention of the public.

Opportunities for Soloists. 
Opportunities for the soloists were more 
generously distributed in the many arias 


charm, for their rather persistent lack of 
dramatic interest. Mme. Gerville-Reache 
found a grateful part in the role of Dalila. 
The composer has prepared for her one of 
the few dramatically effective entrances in 
the opera. 

All the artifice of graceful rhythms, of 
lilting melody, of a simple, but effective, 
dance, and a fascinating chorus for women's 
voices, combine to emphasize the mood of 
sensuous charm which defines her charac- 
ter. To complete the definition, however, 
there is required a voice that shall compre- 
hend all these qualities in a soft, resonant 
fullness of tone and 4 personality of com- 
pelling magnetism. 

The gifted contralto possesses both attri- 
butes in marked degree. The voice is per- 
fect throughout a register of splendid com- 
pass. It ls used with that refinement char- 
acteristic of French artists, a sensitiveness 
to the more delicate values of tone that 
sustains the exquisitely finished art ot a con- 
cert singer in the trying environment of 
opera. Thus she was able to make the brief 
scene in the first act a moment of genuine 
artistic importance. 


Unfolds Powers in Second Act. 

In the two great arias in the second act 
she unfolded more fully the powers of her 
wonderful voice. The sustained beauty of 
the second ‘My Heart at Thy Sweet Voice” 
will long be remembered as one of those rare 
and perfect moments that make opera worth 
while. The public was quick to recognize 
this quality of greatness and recalled her 
many times at the conclusion of the act. 

She shared the vocal honors of the evening 
with her fellow countrymen, Mr. Dalmores 
and Mr. Dufranne. The former demonstrated 
bis versatility dy presenting Samson as a 
heroic figure, and he was able to find an 
appropriate vocal inflection for every mood 
and aspect. When he called the Israelites to 
battle the volce seemed of majestic power. 
He intoned his fervent prayer with an organ- 
like breadth and sonority. Dalila was wooe# 
with tenderness that proved how quickly he 
could regain thote qualities of vocal refine- 
ment that have always distinguished his art. 


Dufranne Makes Much of Scene. 
Mr. Dufranne’s opportunities in the part of 
the high priest were naturally more restrict- 
ed, but he made so much of the scene, relative-

If Mr. Hanecy, 
counsel for Mr. Lorimer, could have had his 
way it is said the committee would not have 
reassembled until after the holidays. The 
committee is anxious, however, to close up 
its work and make its report to the senate. 
it is realized that the senate will want to 
dispose of the charges against Mr. Lorimer 
es early as possible. especially in view of the 
fact that there js a great deal of important 
legisition, including the tariff and the na- 
tion] regulation of corporatious engaged in 
g§nterstate. commerce. to be enacted during 
the session. 

Shurtleff Explains Bank Account. 

The four witnesses examined yesterday 
were Edward D. Shurtleff, former speaker 
ef the house; George D. Steinhauer, & 
mayor of Vandalia; J. M. woodbrake of Van- 
dalla, and William 8.

Steinhauer, who is now living in 
New Mexico, said he was mayor of Vandalia 
for eight years. He was a political and per- 
sonal friend of Clark during fifteen or twenty 
years. After the adjournment of the legisla- 
ture in 1909, Steinhauer discussed with Clark 
the matter of his voting for Mr. Lorimer. 
He met Clark in company with John A. Bing- 
ham on the street one day, and Clark told 
him that Bingham had in his pocket an ap- 
pointment as postmaster. 


Got Postmastership Through Lorimer. 

I got the postottice for bingham through 
Lorimer,’’ Steinhauer quoted Clark as say- 
ing. It was the understanding of Steinhauer 
that this was the consideration which moved 
Clark to vote for Lorimer. Steinhauer asked 
Clark, on the occasion’of the conversation 
referred to, why he had not insisted upon the 
appointment of a Democrat. Clark replied, 
It must be a Republican.” 

Goodbrake, who ig in the cigar business at 
Vandalia, was a personal friend of Clark for 
some years. The witness heard the report 
that Bingham was to be named postmaster 
as a result of Clark's influence. He met Mr. 
Clark and asked him about thereport. Clark 
confirmed it, saying Bingham had the ap- 
pointment in his vest pocket. 

“I knew all the time he was going to get 
it.“ Goodbrake quoted Clark as saying.

House Members Give Oil Mag- 
nate Chance to Reply to 
Merritt Charges. 
WITNESS ALLEGES PLOT. 
Says Family Lost Millions Be- 
cause He Refused to Steal

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—- John D. Rock- 
efeller and his almoner, the Rev. F. T. Gates 
of Moutclair, N. J., will be invited by the 
house committee of inquiry into the United 
States Stee! corporation to reply to testimony 
given yesterday and today by Alfred and 
Leonidas Merritt of Duluth, Minn., charging 
that Rockefeller, through Gates, took from 
them in 1808 $10,000,000 in Mesaba Iron mine 
and Duluth, Missabe and Northern railroad 
securities to satisfy a call loan of $420,000. 
hese securities were afterward sold to the 
United States Steel corporation. 

After Leonidas Merritt had testified he had 
gone to New York with $10 000,000 in securi- 
ties, had met Mr. Rockefeller, and two 
months later had nothing except a chance 
to walk from New York to Duluth on the 
ties, the steel committee had an executive 
session. Previously Chairman Stanley had 
announced that Mr. Rockefeller would be 
subpeenaed. The committee decided, how- 
ever, merely to give Mr. Rockefeller and Mr. 
Gates an opportunity to be heard. 


Tells of Life Struggle. 

Mr. Merritt told in detail how he and 
his brother sank the first ore pit in the Me- 
aba country in 1891. Soon afterward, he 
said, there was a rush to the territory. 

I wanted that country to be a Minnchota 
enterprise,“ said Merritt. I didn't want it 
to be taken up by any rich syndicate, and 1 
conceived the idea of a state lease law where- 
by the people of the state could get hold 
of claims. I got the lease law through.“ 

Soon afterward. Merritt said, experts went

Friends Urge Exeeutive to Make Race

Gov. Deneen came to Chicago late yester 
day prepared to discuss decisively and prob- 
ably to determine definitely his personal po- 
litical position as to the impending Repub- 
lican primary campaign.

The politicians believe the executive will 
reach a final conclusion on this visit as to 
whether he will be a candidate for the United 
States senatorship or whether he will seek 
renomination for governor. Repeated sug- 
gestions came from men who have been in 
close touch. with him that the situation in 
the state, coupled with the steadily increas- 
ing bitterness in Illinois over the complexion 
of the state’s delegation to the next Re- 
puhlican national convention, makes it polit- 
ically and personally essential that Gov. De- 
neen become a candidate for another term. 

The governor's friends are likewise saying 
without reserve that he must speak at once, 
certainly before the roundup of Republican 
editors and political leaders whith is sched- 
uled to begin in Springfield on Tuesday. 


Leaders Must Show Hands.. 

The suggestion came from a high source 
yesterday that it is quite up to the leaders in 
the Republican organization in Cook county, 
of which Gov.

Canada had its day at the land show yes- 
terday and the booth where the products and 
resources of British Columbia, Manitoba.

The Canadian representatives at the show 
have figures showing that 625,000 citizens of 
the United Stateg have gone to the new lands 
of Canada. W. J. White, representing the 
department of the interior of the dominion, 
said he would give away 100 acre farms to 
all who applied in earnest. The Canadian 
exhibit. comprises principally cereals and 
vegetables, although there is ah exhibit of 
apples and other fruits from British Colum- 
bia.

Tells Increase in Land Value. 

J. Bruce Walker, immigration commis- 
sioner of western Canada, was the chief 
representative of the Canadian government. 
Walker lectured on Canadian resources. He 
has charge of- the importation of 25,000 to, 
35,000 harvest laborers each year to handle 
the Canadian wheat crop. 

Every acre in Canada is increasiig in 
value at the rate of 2 a year, said Walker, 
“and the development of the wheat section 
is stupendous. . Last year 75,000,000 bushels 
were produced in Alberta, Manitoba, and 
Saskatchewan. This year the yield will be 
170,000,000; and only 10 per cent of che pro- 
ductive land is under cultivadion. 
or fifteen years I estimate there will be a 
yield of 600,000,000 bushels from Saskatche- 
wan alone.”

That objection can be removed by having the 
umpires of one league do their spring training in 
company with the teams of the other league. Amer- 
loan league umpires hobnobbing with National 
league players and Nationa] league umpires travel- 
ing with American league teams during the spring 
would not form any friendships or enmities that 
would Influence their work as arbitrators during 
the championship season, simply because they 
would not meet each other on the dalmond in regu- 
lar games. The plan has been suggested and has 
found favor with umpires and magnates, it being 
admitted on all sides that the umpires need at least 
a fortnight’s work in the spring to accustom their 
eyes to pitchers’ curves and to work the winter 
soreness out of their muscles.

Nanking Will Begin Soon. 


YUAN A STERN DICTATOR. 


Throne Further Sidetracked; Prov- 
inees' Attitude Still Firm. 


SHANGHAI, Nov. 23. 0 a. m—Wu Ting- 
Fang has notified the consuls that the bom- 
bafdment of Nanking will begin soon. He 
warns them to withdraw their respective | 
countrymen from that district. 


Fall of Nanking Imminent. 

NANKING, Nov. 28, 6 a. m.—The revolu- 
tionary forces are making rapid prepare- 
tions for the bombardment of Nanking. 
These will be completed with the arrival of 
ten warships on the way to this place, and 
an attack will be made on the city simul- 
taneously by land and sea, 

The impérialists have been surrounded by 
the. revolutionists, who greatly outnumber 
the Manchu forces. It is impossible for the 
government troops to retreat, and the fall ot 
the city is imminent. 

A small body of Gen. Chang's imperial 
scouts last night tore up a section of the rail- | 
way four miles to the south of Nanking. 
Prior to this the railway had been consid- 
ered neutral territory and had not been inter- 
fered with. — 


Fighting Fierce at Hankow. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO ramon. 

HANKOW [Undated], via Wu Hu, Nov- 
22.—The fighting is now the fiercest that has 
yet taken place and the firing more deadly. 
An imperial general has been killed and the 
casualties on both sides have been numerous. 
Foreigners are indignant over the lack of 
protection for the concessions, which are in 
danger of being attacked by the combatants. 
The British are appealing to Sir John Howell 
Jordan, minister at Peking, fortroops. They 
say British subjects everywhere between 
Hankow and Sze Chuan are in grave peril. 


Throne Further Sidetracked. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE4 

PEKING, Nov. 22.—Yuan Shi Kai's pro- 
visions for his own protection were justified 
on Monday when, according to reports, his 
assassination was attempted. 

There are a number of indications of 
Yuan's dictatoria] power and alternate re- 
iterations of the republican determination 
not to accept his monarchical policy. An 
instance of the former is given in an edict 
issued today dispensing with the premier’s 
customary daily audience with the throne 
and empowering him to make decisions with- 
out reference to the regent except when he 
judges this to be necessary. 

This further sidetracks the throne and has 
caused much comment. There is an uncon- 
firmabie report that the edict was the out- 
come of a stormy audience at which Yuan 
engered the regent by expressing the fear 
that he would be unable to hold up the revo- 
lution soiong as the Manchus reigned.

Weshington and North Carolina Start 
for Scene of Recent Assassination of 
President of Insular Republic. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 2 —A wireteas dis-

olina from Hampton Roads with American 
Minister Russell aboard the former, bound 
for Santo Domingo. 

The state department officials feel that the 
precautions adopted in the dispatch of these 
impressive vessels to Santo Domingo will 
prevent further trouble there and insure an 
orderly election of a nnn, to the late 
President Caceres. 

Although the government of Santo Domingo 
apparently is able to cope with the situation 
arising from the aswassination of President 
Caceres, which was followed by the resig- 

nation from the cabinet of E. Tejera Bonetti, 
minister of communications and a brother of 
the assassin, affairs are being watched close- 
ty by the United States for developments. 

Gen. Tejera, the assascin, was captured and 
put to death, and Gen. Pimentel, an accés- 
sory, also was executed, according to reports 
to the state department today. Following . 
the commission of the crime a number of ar- 
rests were made.

New York, Nov. 22.—[Special.]J—It is not easy 
to believe there is any public demand to see A. 
W. Pinero’s play, “The Thunderbolt.“ It is a 
pity that this indifference exists. It would be 
an eloquent tribute to the discernment of New 
York's playgoers if they were clamoring to see 
this specimen of the English playwright's latest 
period. Yet the public probably deserves no 
such praise. The Drama players gave the work 
tonight at the Lyric theater because they are 
engaged in building up a répertoire for their 
Chicago mission and probably found that there 
are as few persons who will continue to go to 
see Moli@re in English as are anxious to witness 
a revival of the English satirist's hour study of 
middle class life in England.

The performances of The Thunderbolt“ were 
among the most distinguished that the New 
theater, which grows in retrospect as bright as 


all other blessings that disappear, ever put to 


its credit. It would have been impossible to 
have improved on it. So there was only the 
possibility of a new viewpoint in the interpre- 
tation of the drama. 

The plays of Arthur Pinero, as thöse of every 
genius of the theater, act themselves. Their in- 
terpreters need only follow the path that the 
author indicates. They may or may not be 
physically suited to the characters they are ex- 
pected to embody. So the altogether efficient 
representation of the Drama players was to be 
expected in view of the material on which they 
were working.

Donald Robertson unluckily did not seem in 
the least like the shell into which Pinero has 
put the character of the sentimental Mortimer. 
But he spoke and moved with an intelligent 
comprehension of what the author had indicated. 
So that achievement helped some. Herbert Kel- 
cey, Effie Shannon, Hedwig Reicher, Charlotte 
Granville, Edward Emery, Eugenie Woodward, 
and Shelton Lewis were other interpreters of a 
play which seems destined to enjoy only a lim- 
ited degree of public favor in spite of the quali- 
ties that appeal so irresistibly to the admirers 
of such fine workmanship. :

UR Pilgrim fathers learned many things 

from the Indians. Perhaps most impor- 

tant of all they learned how to plant 

and raise the Indian corn, And in the 

field with the corn they planted the 

pumpkin, as did the Indians, and as mostly do 
eople even till today who raise the pumpkin. 

Pumpkin ple was most certainly one of the 
things that crowned that first New England 
feast of thanksgiving. From this time, and 
for this reason, therefore, it became almost a 
national institution. 

But there are indeed pumpkin ples and 
pumpkin pies, and it is my private opinion 
that few people after all know what a real 
pumpkin pie is. Being myself a pilgrim from 
that pumpkin pie country, I am always lured 
by the words “pumpkin pie on the menus of 
public dining places, and I am always disap- 
pointed. with what I get. It is usually a slight- 
ly bitter, dark, ugly tasting thing of a con- 
sistency like a pumpkin pie, but, O, so very 
different from the pie of my childhood, 

A real pumpkin pie has a clean pumpkin 
taste, although the more that taste is dis- 
guised with spices the better those people like 
it who were not brought up on pumpkin. 

Pilgrim Pumpkin Pie.-Two cups of stewed 


pumpkin, one cup of sugar, one-half cup of

VENTILATING AN OFFICE, 
FEW weeks ago a_ correspondent 
wrote that a group of wen occupied 
an office in which the air, for pur- 
poses of ventilation, came in 
through a transom. “he air was 
cold, and one of the five objected to the 


cold gir on his head and wanted the tran-¢ 
som kept closed. Such a situation is one 


of great difficulty. On the one hand, 
here are four men who want fresh air, 
and, on the other, one is harmed by the 
cold air striking him. 

First, as to the claim of the man who 
Wanted the transom closed. Cold air 
coming in contact with the body takes 
beat away from it. Especially is this true 
if it strikes the skin with some force. If 
the party struck is a good heat maker, 
with a skin not overly susceptible to cold, 
no particular harm is done, 

People vary, though, so much in these 
particulars. Some are cold—neurasthenies, 
who can get up a shiver over any sort 
of a draft. Most of their trouble is im- 
aginary and springs from their generdily 
self-centered and selfish makeup. How- 
ever, there are people who are genuinely 
harmed by cold air blowing on them in 
such & Way as to abstract heat faster 
than they can make it. When men are 
quiet they will get uncomfortable if the 
air which strikes them at a low velocity 
is lower than 50, or if that which strikes 
them with a higher velocity is colder 
than 60. 

This means that where a room is fairly 
well filled with men and women the air 
which enters must be somewhat warmed 
before it strikes anybody—that is, in any 
climate north of Memphis. 

Transom. ventilation will not work un- 
less there are lights enongh close to the 
opening to warm up the air before it gets 
to anybody. 

A few years ago Mr, Mitten of the 
street railway company of Chicago put 
an opening in the front of the car roof. 
Theoretically, it was all right, for it pro- 
vided air enough: practically, it did not 
work because the air was too cold. On 
the same pfinciple, deck sashes (the side 
window lights near the ceiling) usually 
seen on street and railroad cars are of 
little service. Usually they do not ven- 
tilate at all. When they do the air is so 
cold that nobody tolerates it. 

So, in this particular office, the man 
who objeeted to the transom had much 
of right on his side. But the others had 
more of right on theirs. 

Either the air must be warmed before 
it gets to the occupants of the room, or 
else the ocenpants must more around 
enough to keep warm by making heat, 
or else they must dress differently. 

Some way must be found to satisfy 
each gfoup, for — is right.

The authorities generally are of the opinion that 
high altitudes do not cause hemorrhage from the 
lungs in consumption to anything like the degree 
formerly believed. Some authorities believe pneu- 
mococeus as a secondary infector is largely re- 
sponsible for such hemorrhages. 

Other authorities are of the opinion that hem- 
orrhages are as frequent in low altitudes as in 
high. Individual illustration of hemorrhage 
without warning can be had from the experiences in 
low altitudes as well aa in high. Certain it is that’ 
populer opinion grossly exaggerates the danger. 

As to the cause of itching, whatever es uss the 
air to become hot and does not add moisture pro- 
portionately will cause it. Hot water heating, 
steam heating, hot alr heating act alike.

REAT BRITAIN’S former premier, 
Arthur Balfour, who resigned, re- 
céntly, the leadership of the Liberal 
Unionist party on account of its in- 
ternal di$ssensions and of his own in- 
different health, owns much property in 
Canada, a fact which was brought to light 
in the great fire at Winnipeg not long ago. 
His fortune. which is a large one, orig- 
inated with his paterna! grandfather, James 
Balfour. who, after leaving the Indian serv- 


ies, amassed great wealth by contracting 


for supplies to the Indian army and navy. 
He married a daughter of the Earl of Lau- 
derdale, had a ton, who married ‘the favor- 
ite sister of the late Marquis of Salisbury, 
and who, in turn, became the father of Ar- 
thur Balfour Old James Balfour invested 
part of his riches in large estates tn Scot- 
land, including Whittinghame, where his 
grandson, Arthur, makes his home. 

At one moment, Arthur Balfour had nearly 
900,000 acres In Scotland. But he sold the 


| greater portion of this land, obtaining $500, - 
000 for his Strathconan estate alone and in- 


vested the proceeds mostly in real estate in 
Canada and also, to a much smaller degree, 
in New Zealand. 

I understand that, now that he has been 
able to throw aside the onerous burden of 
leadership of the parliamentary opposition 
in Great Britain, which is almost as over- 
whelming as that of the actual premiership, 
he intends to fulfill a long cherished project 
of crossing the Atlantic to Canada, with 
the object of examining his investments, ter- 
ritorial and otherwise, in the Dominion. 

His income is estimated at over $250,000 a 
year. which, since he is unmarried, wil! un- 
doubtedly go after his death. first to his un- 
married sister, Miss Alice Balfour, who has 
done the honors of his household ever since 
he has been in public life, that is to say, 
for thirty years or more, and after her, to 
his brother, Gerald, formerly Irigh secretary, 
and married to a daughter of Owen Mere- 
dith. * that is to say, the late Ear! of Lyt- 
ton. 

If Arthur Balfour has remained a bachelor 
all his life, it ts from fidelity to the mem- 
ory of his. fancée, the Hon. Mary Lyttle- 
ton, sister of the present Viscount Cobham 
and who died in March, 1875, on the eve of 
the day appointed for her wedding.

Capt. A. E. Labouchere, who has arrived 
in the United States. officially designated 
by The Netherlands government to repre- 
sent the Dutch cavalry, in which he holds a 
commission, at the great horse show in New 
York, is only distantly related to Henry La- 
bouchere, former member of parliament for 
Northampton. and owner of London Truth: 
Henry Labouchere is, indced, so conspicu- 
ous an Englishman. that it is difficult to 
understand any member of his family hailing 
from Holland. 

The fact of the matter is that the La- 
boucheres are an old house of the Huguenot 
nobility, which emigrated from France to 
Holland at the time of the repeal of the

Pierre Cesar de Labouchere was a partner 
in the great banking and mercantile house 
‘of Hope at Amsterdam at the end of the 
eighteenth century. The firm moved to 
London during the revolutionary wars, and 
there Pierre married, in 1796, a daughter of 
Sir Francis Baring. who bore him two sons, 
the late Lord Taunton, and John, the father

prolonged without his knowledge, he sum- 
toned Pierre de Labouchere to appear be- 
fore him. Labouchere satisfied Napoleon as 
to the correctness of his conduct and that 
he had acted in accordance with Fouche’s 
instructions, the result being that Fouche 
was temporarily disgraced. 

Pierre de Labouchere died in England. 
Capt Albert Everard Labouchere—or rather 
de Labouchere—is a descendant of one of 
old Pierre's brothers who had remained in 
Holland. . .

A STEP NEARER 


Chicago Subway Interests 
Take Over Control of In- 
terstate Company. 


CHECK BELL SYSTEM PLAN 


Receivership to Be Terminated; 
Will Give Long Distance Serv- 
ice for Eight States. 


New York and Chicago interests in the Chi- 
cago Subway company have decided to pur- 
chase the controlling interest in the stock of 
the Interstate Independent Telephone and 
Telegraph company. This win give Chicago, 
through the automatic telephone, independ- 
ent long distance connection with eight cen- 
tral states and will be the most formidable 
competition the Bell company has ever had in 
this territory. The price to be paid for the 
Interstate company’s stock is $8 a share upon 
the consummation of the deal and §20 a share 
two years hence, making a total of $28 for all 
the stock purchased. 

Until this deal was under way Interstate 
Telephone stock Was kicking around La Salle 
street at no price. Within the last few days 
there were quiet bids of $6 a share, this being 
based upon the initial payment of the pur- 
chase price. 

At the same time the contro] passes to the 
Chicago Subway crowd it is probable the 
bondholders’ protective committee, which 
now controls a majority of the outstanding 
bonds of the Interstate company will be dis- 
banded and the bonds returned to the individ- 
ual owners. 


Receivership to Be Ended. 

The receivership into which the company 
was thrown a few months ago by the bond- 
holders and minority stockholders will also 
be terminated. The bondholders who have 
become acquainted with negotiations were 
greatly pleased to learn of the change of 
ownership. The Interstate company bor- 
rowed sufficient money to pay interest on 
all the bonds except those held by the pro- 
tective committee. 

The Interstate company has outstanding 
$2,200,000 bonds and $2,200,000 stock. The 
management met with a great deal of diffi- 
culty in floating its securities and to help do 
this paid 4 per cent on its capita) up to 
1907. 

But the important fact in the change of 
ownership will mean the assurance to Chi- 
cago telephone users of competition in long 
distance business. The Interstate company 
itself has thirty-three exchanges and 1,460 
miles of pole lines in northern Illinois. Among 
the larger towns reached are: Aurora, Joliet, 
Elgin, Springfield, and Sterling. These con- 
nections, however, are only the means of 
entering a much larger, field, for the Inter- 
state has an agreement with the Kinlock 
Long Distance company, which has connec-

| TELLS LAKE TRAFFIC LOSSES 


Report by Federal Board on Chi- 
cago Harbor Nearly Ready. 


BRIDGES BIG HANDICAP. 


Sewage and Other Refuse Lower River 
Depth, Say Experts. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[{Special.]— 
The national government's survey of the 
Chicago and South Chicago harbors fs prao- 
tically completed and will be presented to 
congress at the forthcoming seasion, accord- 
ing to the report of the war department en- 
gineers made public Pax. This survey win 
hensively the posat bilities of 
oemmerelal harbor development along the 
lake front and in the Chicago and Calumet 
rivers and Lake Calumet. 


Shows Decrease in Traffic. 

“The lake commerce of Chicago,” says 
the report, “ after having risen to more than 
8,000,000 short tons in 1892, diminished to 
4,025,000 short tone in 1908, and in 1910 was 
4,273,014 short tons, and the harbor works, 
while formerly having added about 5,000,000 
tens to the river commerce, are mainly 
needed to prevent a further loss of the 4,000,- 
000 tons remaining.” 

The channels of the Chicago river, the en- 
gineers say, are being rapidly shoaled by 
waste from packing houses and manufactur- 
ing plants emptying directly into them 
through sewers, by ordinary city sewage, and 


by the operation of the north shore drainage 


channel, recently opened.” 


Handicap to River, 

An improved outer harbor and river con- 
_gtitute an. important item in controlling 
freight rates, but “ the development of com- 
merce on this river is greatly hampered by 
the many obstructing bridges crossing the 
stream.

NEW YORK STOCKS 
AGAIN MAKE GAIN 


Increased Dividends by Rail- 
roads and Industrial Compa- 
nies Stimulating Influence. 


TRADING VOLUME LIGHT. 


Rise in Copper Issues Aided by 
Excited Dealings in London 
Metal Market. 


{NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

New York, Nov. 22.—[ Special. I—Af ter los- 
ing some of the improvement which they 
showed during the early hours of trading 
today most stocks ended the day with further 
fractional advances. There was more trading 
than on Tuesday, although the transactions 
did not much exceed the relatively light 


average of the last week. 

The early advance was characterized by the same 
tendencies as those which marked yesterday's 
rise, chief among which was the speculative 
movement in the copper issues. Bull traders 
operated less confidently than yesterday, and the 
feeling that the market's strength was to some 
extent artificial was indicated by the manner 
in which profits were taken when favorable oppor- 
tunities were presented, 

Representatives of commission houses said gen- 
eral speculative buying remains small. In the 
afternoon the market showed some signs of weari- 
ness, and did not respond to manipulation of special 
stocks. The downward movement of prices in the 
late trading reflected the growth of bearish senti- 
ment which, however, was due to the opinion of 
professional traders in regard to the technical 
position of the market rather than to any change in 
the broader outlook, which on the whole Is re- 
garded brighter. 


Increased Evidence Aids. 


A stimulating influence lies in the declaration 
recently of Increased dividends by several railroad 
and industrial companies. Declarations of an ex- 
tra dividend on the common stock of the Cincin- 
nati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific today made 
another addition to this list of increases, which 
it fe expected will stimulate investment buying. 

A steady though comparatively smal! invest- 
ment demand has been noted for some time. Sta- 
tistics published today showed that within the 
last year the number of stockholders in represen- 
tative corporations had increased largely. The 
Pennsylvania railroad’s gain has been 7.800 and 
that of the Unfted States Steel corporation, as esti- 
mated officially, between 7,000 and 8,000, while a 
long list of others gained 1,000 or more. 

The further rise during the morning in the copper 
stocks was stimulated by excited trading in the 
London metal market and strength in the local 
market, with transactions here above 130% The 
steel stocks also showed strength. Declaration of 
the usual dividend on Republic Steel preferred 
was accompanied by a rise of 1% in the stock. as 
it put an end to reports that the dividend wae in 
question. 


Baltimore and Ohio Strong. 


Baltimore and Ohio was strong. reflecting its 
favorable October report. The showing of Lehign 
Valley for last month was of a different character. 
Although operating revenue increased slightly, 
there was a considerable gain in expenses, the 
regult being a shrinkage of $155,000 in net operating 
revenue. 

The exportation of gold was continued today with 
the engagement of an additional $500.000 for ship- 
ment to Canada. It was said that all of the recent 
shipments to the dominion have been for payment 
of one issue of bonds. and that no other call for 
gold for Canada has been made.

HOGS ALSO GET ADVANCE. 


Open 5 Cents Higher; Double Rise at 
Close; Sheep and Lambs Weak. 


Stimulated by a sharp falling off in the 
movement, cattle demand at Chicago yester- 
day was sufficient to force prices of best fat 
beeves to 10c higher than on Monday, a top 
being attained at $9.20. Plain and medium 
quality steers showed no appreciation in 
values and cleared slowly. Cows and heifers 


were given poor support and Monday’s ad- 
vance of 106180 was wiped out before the 
close of business. Calves held steady, with 
assorted vealers at $8.25. 


Hog market opened at an advance of 5c, and most 
of the prime heavyweight offerings cleared at a 
gain of fully 10c shortly after the start. Light. 
weight hogs were discriminated against and formed 
the bulk of the supply left on sale on closing rounds, 
when prices showed a clearly defined downward 
tendency. Fancy heavy hogs reached $6.65, and 
the average price was advanced 6c, to $6.38. 

Downward movement of sheep and lamb prices 
was checked by a sharp decrease in arrivals, but 
the trade was sluggish and the market closed in a 
weak pasition. Good fed lambs sold at $5.25, with 
best natives at §5.45.

Speculators Prepare for a Heavy 
Thanksgiving Day Demand. 


BUTTER VALUES SUPPORTED. 


Receipts Fall Off and Trade Is Stag- 
nant; Eggs Firm; Potatoes Up.
